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CHINA SCORNS FRANCE. 
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The Overtures of the American Minister en 
the Behalf of France, 
_Lonvon, October 2.—The Times Dispatch 
from Tien Tsin states that the American min- 
ister, John Russell Young, has arrived there, 
end, that acting under instructions from Wagh- 
ington, he informed Li Hung Chang that the 
French government had requested the media- 
tion of America. Li Hung Chang asked the 
privilege of inspecting the telegram, and was 
much surprised at the contents, which mere~ 
ly reiterated the French de- 
mand of the ultimatum of August 
19, with the additional statement that 
Admiral Courbet would continue the opera- 
tions. Li Hung Chang replied scornfally, 
seying that France had entered Min river 
peacefully, but had destroyed the arsenal and 
fleet constructed by Frenchmen. After aveng- 
ing Lang Son twenty fold, the demand of the 
Frepeb tor indemnity was monstrous. The 
Tien Tsin convention made every possible con- 
cession to France and why should she seek 
more? He hinted that China is 
better repared for war than 
formerly. fi pal Chang said: “Let Ad- 
miral Courbet attack our northern defenses, 
and he will find the task harder than that at 
Foo Chow. Two months ago China was will- 
ing to conciliate and satisfy France. Now she 
is determined upon war. The government 
and the gs alike are prepared for it.”’- Li 
Hung Chang asked Minister Young if the 
emallest state in Europe would submit to like 
es i oe te which the latter replied, “No.” 
i Hung Chang said: “Then why should 
the greatest nation in Asia?’’

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THE CHOLERA EPIDEMIC. 
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The Rigors of the Spanish Ouarantine—The 
Day's Mortality: 

Loxpon, October 2.—At the inquiry into the 
loss of the steamer Woodside, which was 
wrecked on the Spanish coast, the captain tes- 
tified that after the steamer stranded, a Spas- 
ish gunboat arrived, but owing to the quar- 
antine regulations, the letters for the British 
consul were dragged by a boat hook through 
the sea. After five days had elapsed the let- 
ters were fulmigated. The consul wae 
forbidden by the authorities to send a tug te 
the assistance of the vessel, which was left 
helpless fortwo weeks, when she became a 
total wreck. 

There were five deaths from cholera in 
France to-day, including two at Toulon. The 
Bonnececontre hospital at Toulon has been 
closed and there is only patient in the 
marine hospital. 

Ke ports of the cholera epidemic in Italy for 

the past twenty-four hours show a total of 321 
fresh cases and 194 deaths, including 82 cases 
and 55 deaths in Naples, and 45 cases and 19 
deaths in Genoa. 
The total number of deaths from cholera im 
lrance last week was 177 against 210 for the 
preceding week. The two cases reported at 
Auberville yesterday are sporadic.
